THINGS OF THE SOIL 
( ogling Moth)* Must Be Killed 
Commercial apple growers recog­ 
nize the seriousness of codling moth 
(apple worm) ravages and as the 
result of this knowledge pursue a 
systematic and scientific course of 
control. But most backyard apple 
growers or owners of small home- 
fruit orchards may easily overlook 
the importance of effective warfare 
against this major enemy of apples 
Therefore, 
emphasis 
should 
bf* 
placed now on ways and materials 
for combating the codling moth 
later. Too, every apple t rec owner 
should know 
the principal facts 
about the life cycle of this pest. 
Codling moths are the most ser­ 
ious insect foes of the apple. Their 
larvae are responsible for most rn- 
called wormy apples and for a large 
percentage of deformed fruits, In 
every case it is necessary to wage 
war on this enemy by several ave­ 
nues, with study of its habits first 
on the program of combat. 
The insect lives over winter as a 
dirty whitish grub or larva, encased 
in a silken cocoon fastened beneath 
apple tree bark, In tree crotches, in 
decaying limb stubs or in litter in 
or near the ort hard. In early spring 
double I th#* larva passes through its trans- 
fnrmatioii into pupa said then into 
the flying or parent moth. The moth 
is seldom seen around apple trees 
because it is active mainly in the 
evening, The female mpth deposits 


the 
brood of larvae begins to leave 
fruits to pupate. 
Of course, none of these recom­ 
mendations should be deemed a
